Wiley’s investigation into “the stock 
brokerage business which ran into @ 
snag when the other two members of 
the sécurities commission refused to 
sanction citations for four Detroit 
brokers, was to have been the first 
of regular annual or semi-annual in- 
vestigations of these houses, accord- 
ing to a: statement made by Mr. Wiley. 

At the office of the ‘securities com- 
mission, it was announced that the 
plan to have the-executive office take 
preliminary testimony before further 
steps were taken toward bringing the 
four brokers before the commission, 
would be carried out. 

H. N. Duff, executive officer of the 
securities department, will serve 
copies of the charges made against 
the four brokerage houses, upon each 
firm to give them an oppartunity to 
answer. 

While the four firms against vitor 
charges were made by the attorney- 
general are the four against whom 
the Detroit Stock exchange took ac- 
tion, the members of thé sequrities 
commission point out that W. A. Muir, 
special investigator for the attorney- 
general, made similar charges 
against a total of 11 companies, out 
of 42, whose records were scruti- 
nized.
